THE RISE IN WHEAT. 
One of the most hopeful signs of a gare. 

upturn in commodity prices is the rise whic 

has recently occurred in wheat and cotton. 


Wheat is the world’s principal commodity— . 


the key commodity—and, as all other com- 
modities have followed the downward course 
of wheat during the past two years, so wheat 
may be expected to lead the rise in com- 
modity prices, which will be the precursor of 
a general return of more prosperous condi- 
tions. It is, therefore. of vital interest to 
ask whether the recent improvement in wheat 
is merely a spasmodic movement or whether 
it is the beginning*of the recovery long over- 
due (says The Evening Standard). The 
special market factors affecting the im- 
mediate outlook for wheat are (1) the reduc- 
tion of sowings in the United States winter 
wheat belt, (2) the poor harvesting weather 
in Europe; (3) the reduced wheat acreage in 
Argentina; (4) a smaller crop 
Australia: (§) the big falling off in Russian 
exports; (6) the poor rye and potato crops in 
Europe, and (7) the stronger statistical posi- 
tion in Canada. These are the- prinetpal 
market factors. to which may be added the 
improvement in silver and the floods in 
China, both of which events should stimulate 
a demand for wheat for the East. The bad 
weather in Europe and the poor crop there 
of wheat substitutes have already led to in- 
creased absorption of North American wheat 
by European countries. The Australian 
wheat crop is estimated at 177. million 
bushels, as against 212 million bushels last 
year. The world's visible supply ef wheat 
is still 500 million bushels, but an important 
consideration is that there has been no in- 
crease in stocks in the month of September. 
Normally an increase of from 70 to 80 
million bushels occurs in September. 


INDIAN RAILWAYS. 

A circular to the shareholders of the 
Bengal and North-Western Railway and the 
tohilkund and Kumaon Railway states that 
the Secretary of State has decided not to 
exercise his option to determine the contract 
on December 31, 1932. The Board have in-

CEYLON AND RUBBER RESTRICTION. 
An attack on the Secretary for the 
Celonies is contained in a memorandum 
published by the Cevlon Rubber Industries 
Committee, in reply to the Secretarv’s 
answer, which is rded as unfavourable, 
ta the proposal to shift the centre of gravity 
of rubber restriction negotiations from 
Europe to the Far East.

Pugiiistic Politicians. 


Had Mr. “Kid” Lewis, who was one 
of Sir Oswald Mosley’s candidates at the 
British general election, followed in the 
footsteps of Cashel Byron by getting 
elected to Parliament he would have had 
the distinction of being the first of the 
modern school of professional pugilists to 
achieve this honour. There is, however, a 
record of one of the old bare-fist prize 
fighters taking a seat at Westminster. 
He was John Gully, who died in 1863, at 
the age of eighty. Before becoming a 
member of Parliament he was the world’s 
boxing champion and a bookmaker. (om- 
mander Kenworthy was at one time a 
very usefu] amateur with the gloves, and 
won the officers’ heavy-weicht champion- 
ship of the Navy twenty-five years ago, 
while Mr. John Burns, whose brother was 
a professional boxer, might have made a 


name as a physical fighter if he had not 
taken a different line. America provides 
the examples of “ Boss ’’ Croker, who, at 
one period, fought: with his fists for a 
living, and another citizen of Irish 
extraction, John W. Morrissey, who, after 
beating the redoubtable Heenan in 1858, 
abandoned the prize ring for the House of 
Representatives. 


A Flock of mM agpies. 


I have been wondering ,writes a cor- 
respondent, what fortune, good or evil, is 
in store for me, because a few days ago I 
saw, not one magpie, or two, but a large 
flock of them, settle in my garden. The 
small dog, which resented their appear- 
ance, was greeted with a furious chat- 
tering, but the invaders kept well out of 
his reach. It was quite unusual to see so 
many of these birds together ; they usually 
forage singly, or in twos or threes. The 
common version of the magpie supersti- 
tion is:— 

One for sorrow, two for mirth, 
Three for a wedding, four for a birth, 
Five for heaven, six for hell, 

But seven will be the deil’s ain sel. 

It®makes no provision for a multitude. 
The drawing of ominous conclusions from 
the presence of the magpie is probably a 
survival of the Roman practice of 
‘‘ auguries,’’ and the rarity of the bird’s 
appearance was, perhaps, quite sufficient 
to make it an object of superstition. The 
magpie was said to be the only bird which 
would not go into the ark with Noah; 
it was supposed to be a cross between the 
raven, another bird of ill omen, and the 
dove; and its alleged refusal to go into 
mourning at the time of the Crucifixion 
told heavily against it. In spite of 1ts 
imputed record, however, there is some- 
thing very attractive about this handsome 
and impudent bird. Magpies make ex- 
cellent pets when taken young; they can 
be taught to speak as well as most 
parrots, and this can be done quite easily 
without resorting to the cruel practice 
of slitting their tongues with a silver 
knife. 


Che Dandelion Diggers. 


This is the busy season of the year for 
gardeners, and the public parks in Dublin 
show many signs of their activities. 
Flower beds and ornamental plots are 
being reconstructed, while an intensive 
campaign is being waged against the 
-inevitable weeds. When I strolled through 
Stephen’s Green the other morning I came 
upon a sight which could only be com- 
pared to one of the labours of Hercules. 
Strong men in mass formation were 
crawling slowly on their knees along the

grass, bent on exterminating the per- 
sistent dandelion. The result of their 
efforts was to be seen in the numerous 
black spots on the turf over which they 
had passed and in the little miles of roots 
ready for the incinerator. This exacting 
process has to be carried out each year 
to preserve those delichtful green. surfaces 
which are so restful to the eye. The 
dandelion, however, is not easily checked ; 
it is armed with the most cunning 
machinery for propagating its species, 
and the passer-by who slashes at the 
blossom with his stick, as well as the 
children who blow at it to tell the time 
are alike instrumental in producing an 
new -crop of dandelions. Nevertheless. 
althouch the weed is deservedly unpopular 
with gardeners, it is held in considerable 
favour by those unscrupulous people who 
use it for the adulteration of coffee.

For his speaking he is best 
remembered in the L. and H.; for his doing, 
as the President of the S.R.C. It was 
during Mr. Fay’s réa:me as President and 
upon his initiative that the Billiard Club 
was set afloat and the new Men Students’ 
Room opened. So that many, from memory 
of this alone, must rejoice at their bene- 
factor’s success. 

Many, too. will be glad to hear that to 
Mr. W. Binchy, M.A., goes the King’s Inns 
Society Prize. It is not long since his retire- 
ment from College life; for it is only a year 
ago that Mr. Binchy was compelled, owing 
ill-health, to suspend work, and make for 
the Continent, where he spent some time 
recuperating.

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A SOUTHERN LETTER.

Ae cal taste in Cork is probably as 
high as in most other centres, but it 
is a pity that more active encouragement 
does not seem to be given to music.

of support. 

As early as 1870 there was an orchestral 
society in Cork, under the contro] of Mr 


of 


Ringrose Atkins, which was actively 
supported by many prominent Cork 
citizens of that day, including such men 
as Professor Jack, Captain Beamish and 
Mr. Arthur Hill. Sir Stanley Harrington 
is probably the oldest surviving member 
of that society, which did much valuable 
work for about fifteen years. It was 
followed by orchestras, under Dr Marks 
and Mr. R. D. Howard, and shortly after 
the Exhibition Signor Grossi founded the 
Cork Orchestral Union. It can almost be 
said that the death of King Edward killed 
this society ; for it meant the abandoning 
of a concert which had been arranged and 
on which great expense had been incurred. 

For twenty years after this Cork was 
without an orchestra of any kind, and it 
was not until 1929 that the Philharmonic 
Society was founded. Conducted by. Mr. 
G. Brady, it numbers about fifty members, 
and its productions reaci: a high standard 
As in the case of the Dublin Society, how 
ever, its activities are greatly hampered 
for lack of a proper concert hall in the 
city.

‘Herr von Hoesch, at the moment, is in 
Berlin receiving his instructions from the 
Reich Government, whose anxieties upon 
the subject are many. The Reichsbank 
recently published the amount of German 
indebtedness abroad, which has been 
assessed upon declarations by all muni- 
cipalities, firms and private individuals in 
accordance with the terms of the July 
emergency decree. On July 28th, we are 
told, German short term debts aggregated 
to 12,000,000,000 marks, while the long 
term debts were 11,500,000,000 marks. 
The Paris Correspondent. of The Times 
reports that, even in the most Germano- 
phobe circles, the Reich's need of help is 
appreciated—a welcome development, due 
possibly to the fact that France’s position 
in the matter of the short term credits is 
more enviable than those of Great Britain 
and the United States, who respectively 
are owed £48,000,000 and £80,000,000. 
Only £16,000,000 of French money is 
involved. Concerted action is necessary, 
if German solvency is to xe preserved ; but, 
unhappily, the situation is rendered more 
difficult by French insistence that the 
Young Plan must be maintained in its 
integrity. Such an attitude appears to 
preclude the possibility of any useful dis- 
cussions of German capacity to pay, since 
the plan does not provide for any revision 
of the unconditional annuities. 

Herr von Hoesch’s chief task, there- 
fore, will be to convince M. Laval that 
the French’ view must be modified. 
France expects Germany to make the next 
move by an application for the summon-

Spilt Milk. 

With the coming of November the house- 
holders of Belfast are faced with the un- 
easy prospect of a serious scarcity of milk. 
The position has arisen from a dispute 
on prices between the dairy farmers and 
the retailers which has dragged its weary 
way for several weeks. When the principal 
firms of milk-purveyors first refused to 
aceede to the farmers’ request for an 
increase in the wholesale price, the latter 
declared, in effect, that they would 
establish dépots of their own, and dispense 
altogether with the middlemen unless some 
arrangement was concluded before yester- 
day. In the interim the dispute developed 
on familiar lines. The farmers declared 
that, in view of the current cattle prices, 
and the prospect of an increase in the cost 
of foodstuffs, their business could not be 
carried on economically unless the 
wholesale price of milk were increased by 
some fourpence per gallon, The retailers’ 
offer of an extra penny was refused, 1 
conference with the Ministry of Agri- 
culture failed to produce a solution, and 
yesterday the farmers cut off supplies. As 
the arrangements for a direct supply 
cannot be completed for some time, the first 
day of this unhappy “ war” might have 
caused grave inconvenience to house- 
holders; but the situation was saved by 


the arrival of large consignments of milk

Here is a case where the ordinary house- 
holder may be excused if he cries over 
spilt milk. If the present impossible 
situation is allowed to continue, not only 
the farmers. and the retailers, but the 
whole community, will lose by it. Up to 
yesterday, however, no progress whatever 
had been made towards a settlement, and, 
both parties, apparently, envisage ‘‘a 
fight to a finish.”” We find it impossible 
to believe that the deplorable strife is in- 
capable of a rational settlement, und we 
shall hope to see the matter resolved hy 
the exercise of a little good-wil] and much 
common-sense.

Highways of the Air. 


In the near future the highways ol the 
air, abounding in trafhc, may demand 
egual supervision with the roads; and 
already a link has been established 
between the motorist and the airman. The 
growth of private flying in England has 
created a need for such organised weather 
information as is provided on the Con- 
tin-ntal routes. Henceforth those weather 
reports will be supplied in broadcast form 
by the Automobile Association, which, ty 
arrangement with the Post Office, will 
transmit them from Heston air park 
during daylight on a wave-length of 833 
metres. Such reports will begin to be useful 
immediately, and they will be exceedingly 
valuable as soon as a wireless receiving 


set becomes a normal part of the equip- 
ment of every light aeroplane. The new 
scheme is explained by the Aeronautical 
Correspondent of The Times. During 
every day the Automobile Association wil! 
broadcast from Heston three ‘ ecasts anid 
three sets of reports from the six main 
air routes in Great Britain. These rotlus 
may be described as the easterly und 
westerly routes to the North, the West 
route (through South Wales), the South- 
West route to Plymouth, the South-East 
route and East Anglia. Te reports come 
from stations where the Air Ministry has 
observers, and are picked up by the 
Automobile Association’s cfficials at 
Heston. For the present the service will 
supply vital weather news, such as the 
condition of tl. sky, visibility, the amount 
of low cloud, the height of the cloud 
ceiling and the direction and strength :f 
the wind; and the system during its trial 
has worked almost without a hitch. The 
reporting process may be amplified at a 
later stage with the aid of certain 
Automobile Association scouts, who will ve 
trained as weather observe.s according to 
the Air Ministry system, and ultimately 
may be required to supply reports. Thus 
the highly efficient A.A. scout, with one 
eve on the road and the other on the air 
will put the travelling public under a 
jarther obligation to him. It is a new 
triumph*for the policy of co-ordination.

Figure-heads. 
When the last of the old wooden ships of 


sail was removed from the commission list 
to make room for the conquering power of 
steam, the Navy, while it gained in 
efficiency, lost something of the romance 
which always has surrounded the Service. 
The modern battleship, with its cold, grey 
steel, has little of the picturesque in- 
dividuality of its precursors, and many 
people will welcome the announcement 
that in the near future the Adiniralty may 
revive the figure-head. In its new form, 
indeed, it will not rival the great wooden 
figure-heads of Nelson’s day. A metal 
casting of moderate size will take 
the place of those formidable Neptunes 
and opulent goddesses that have sur- 
vived to decorate ship-builders’ yards 
or gardens far from the great waters. 
Even this modified form of adornment, 
however, has great possibilities. Ships 
named after the counties, no doubt, will 
bear on their bows their appropriate coats 
of arms, but certain other craft should 
offer more scope for the designer's art. 
The appropriate figure-head for the 
Nelson, for example, should not be a 
matter for long debate, and the latest 
cruisers, Leander, Achilles and Orion, 
promise to restore to the sea the glamour 
of the time when effigies of these venerable 
worthies were to be seen in every port. If 
the proposal is adopted, the landsinan will 
gain by it as well as the sailor. To dis- 
tinguish one battleship from another in 
the present uniform greyness is no easy 
task ; but let us catch sight of the figure 
of Hercules with his club, or Neptune with 
his trident, and we shell talk of the ship 
and its peculiarities with all the fluency 
of an able seaman.

LARGE number of amendments to 
the Road Traffic Bil: will appear un 
the Order Paper for the Dail when the 
bill comes’ up for consideration in Com- 
mittee Stage on Wednesday next. 
Deputy Davin proposes to make the pro 
visions of the bill with regard to com- 
pulsory insurance apply to persons in the 
public service, and to vehicles owned by 
the State. He proposes also that the 
minimum age for persons receiving a 
driving licence should be fifteen instead 
of fourteen, and that for public ser- 
vice vehicles fitted with pneumat tyres 
the speed should be limited in urban areas 
to twenty miles an hour, and outside an 
urban area to thirty miles. The bill fixes 
the speed at twenty-five miles an hour 
generally. 


LICENCE AND INSPECTION. 


In connection with Section 74, which 
deals with licences for public service 
vehicles, Deputy T. J. O’Connell proposes 
to insert a new Sub-Section prohibiting 
the licensing of any vehicles unless the 
driver is isolated from the passengers. 

Deputy Davin proposes (Section 85) that 
the inspection of public service vehicles 
shall be done by a person qualified in the 
construction of vehicles, and not, as pro- 
posed, by a Civic Guard. 

In regard to buses, Section 99 proposes 
that a conductor should be carried 
when the accommodation exceeds ‘ourteen 
passengers. Deputy Cassidy suggests that 
the number be altered to eight. 


NEW BY-LAWS.

A FAMOUS SHELLEY 
PAMPHLET. 


A LUCKY DUBLIN FIND. 


The discovery of a copy of Shelley's 
‘; Proposals for an Association of Philan- 
thropists ” in an Irish library adds one 
more chapter to the history of romantic 
finds of literary rarities. 

The full title of the pamphlet is: ‘‘ The 
proposals for an Association of those 
philanthropists who, convinced of the 
inadequacy of the moral and political 
state of Ireland to produce benefits which 
are nevertheless attainable, are willing to 
unite to accomplish its re-generation.’’ It 
was published by Shelley durirs his brief 
campaign in Dublin in 1812, and the 
entire edition was sent to England with 
his “ Declaration of Rights.” The parcel 
was opened by the Customs at Holyhead, 
and, when the pamphlets had been 
scrutinised by the Government, an order 
was given for their destruction. 

The copy sent officially to London found 
its way eventually to the Huntington 
collection. The only other known copy 
was one which Shelley himself brought 
from. Dublin and gave to Hookham, and 
which later passed into the rossession of 
Leigh Hunt, from him to Lady Shelton, 
and finally to the Bodleian Library. The 
copy now found is uncut, and, unlike the 
others, is stitched and unbound. It was 
discovered among the books of Denis 
Florence McCarthy, a famous Irish poet,

FAMOUS JEWISH 
COMPOSERS. 


ENTERTAINING LECTURE AT 
THE R.1.A. OF MUSIC. 


Jewish brains and Jewish genius had 
exercised at all times and in all ages a para- 
mount as well as a potent influence on the 
course and trend of thought—philosophic, 
politic, scientific and artistic; but to no 
science or to no art had the Jew contributed 
to so large an extent as to the art of music. 
reface his 
talk on “‘Some Famous Jewish Composers ” 
‘at the inaugural meeting for the session 
1931-1932 of the Leinster Society of 
Organists and Choir-masters, held on Satur- 
day evening at the Royal Irish Academy of 
Music. Mr. W. H. Vipond rry (chair- 
man) presided, and there was a very large 
attendance, not a seat in the concert hall 
being vacant. 

At the inaugural lecture last session Mr. 
Shillman had spoken of the part played by 
Jews in the development of music. and now 
he took up the further study of the subject 
and dealt with the part plaved by Jewish 
composers in the musical life of the last 
century, confining himself to the work of a 
selected six or sev , Mendele- 
soba, Ignaz Moscheles, Ferdinand Davy, 
Joseph Joachim, and Anton Rubinstein. 

Among living composers they had many 
of Jewish. origin engaged in reviving the 
spirit of their old Hassidic ic. 
these the leading figure was Ernest Bloch, 
who, said the lecturer, was the greatest living 
composer of music, and stood head and fore- 
most of modern musicians in América to-day, 
and was devoting himself to the task of re 
viving their old Hebraic music.

and Communists is that Communists think 
that society can be transformed overnight by 
revolutionary methods, despite the failure af 
this plan in Russia, and Secialists believe in 
i “the imevitability of graduainess ) is to pre 
vide every citizen with an equal share of the 
available goods and services in return for a 
fair day’ work. No work, uo pay, i the 
Ínndamental basis of communism. it will be 
elear from this that the system of the dole is 
directly opposed to communist doctrinés. Let 
ns seé now how this end can be achieved, 

When capital in land and industry is unde 
} private ownership, goods will be produced 
and services — LE se as to ce the 
largest profits to the private owners. And 
| when the private ow are but a small pro 
portion of the fation, there ean be no 
i suggestion of the communist principle of an 
} equal share of the available produce im return 
for a fair dey s work. Such is the capitalist 
society in which we live. commum st 
re Y: as the name implies, is ta have 
capital iu land and industry owned by the 
commonity, and worked in the interests of 
the community. This, in brief, is the essen- 
tial pert of communism. 

Communism is usually condemned by people 
who do not understand it, om grounds which 
have nothing to do With it. The Catholic 
Church is opposed to communism, because, 4s 
alleged, it denies the right of privaie pro 
pert which is a natural and lawfp] right. 

ar is this from being true that the very 
reverse is the truth. It is the communists 
who want to extend — property, and 
give it to people who have no possibility of 
having it under the present sysiem. In 


the population possess only 10 per crat. of 
the wealth, and the great bulk of the com- 
munity have hardly any more private property 
than the clothes on their backs. ‘There is 
nothing in communism incompatible witb the 
private ownership of houses, furniture, books, 
pictures, motor cars, etc., and no communist 
who understands his business ever sugested 
interfering with such private awnership. If, 
however, somebody wants te own a second 
aouse, and to live on the rent instead of 
working. or to run a fleet of street taxis for 
profit, then such ownership becomes private 
capital, which is quite a diférent matter, and 
is definitely not allowed. 

Then haw often do we hear communism 
condemned, because they do such and such a 
thing in Russia, as though communigm began 
and ended in Russia. We are told of the 
conflict ef Church and State in Russia, and 
chis is assumed to be an essential part of 
communism, while the same conflict in 
capitalist Italy is in no way associated with 
capitalism. Again, communiam is blamed for 
thé fact that in Russia marriage is no longer 
leg - i indissoluble, and divorce can be ob- 
tained on the consent of either party. But 
nobody would think of holding ee AR re- 

sible for the rate of one divorce to every 

% marriages in the United States. 

And so on through ali the hogeys which 
have nothing to do with the case. To be a 
communist it is only necessary to believe that 
the production of goods and services can be 
organised by the community for the bene- 
fit of the commmnity: instead of being left 
to the hazards of private profit as at present.

Countess Markiewicz was unveiled at’ the 
Teach Ultain, Dublin, on Saturday.

She hoped that in many generations 
to come mothers coming to the out-patient 
department would retell to their children the 
story of Countess Markiewicz’s part in- the 
fight for Irish freedom and of her t love 
for the children and the sick poor of Dublin. 

Referring to the Countess Markiewies 
Memorial Committee, Mrs. Wise-Power said 
that it had now sufficient funds to erect. 
public memorial to the late Countess. That 
would bein the shape of a bust in Irish stone 
to be erected in St. Stephen’s Green. Already 
the matter had been placed in the hands of 
a great Irish sculptor. She stated that in all 
the Committee had received £300 to com- 
morate the memory of the Countess. 

Dr. Lynn, on behalf of the hospital, thanked 
the members of the Committee for all they 
had done for the hospital and in the interest 
of child life.

All de- 
scriptions command high prices, and, although 
a large cargo-of TEAR ó us is due, there is 
some doubt as to whether they will ease the 
situation materially. According to official 
returns, receipts of butter from al] sources 
during the month of September showed a 
marked increase, but a falling-off was re- 
corded in imports of cheese. Arrivals of eggs 


| were about ten per cent. more than at the 


corresponding period of last year. Increased 
supplies were received from Denmark, the 
Netherlands, Belgium, China, South Africa 
and Australia, but reduced quantities from 
the Trish Free State. Sweden, Poland, Russia 
and France. Monthly supplies of bacon from 
the Irish Free State have been in general 
lower this year, but the total for September 
was slightly higher than at the correspond- 
ing period of last year. Arrivals of fresh 
pork entirely from the Irish Free State 
showed an increase on the year of 30 per 
cent. 

At the Manchester Cattle market on Tues- 
day fat cattle, both Irish and home fed, were 
in increased supply, but there was a fallin 
off in the number of dairy cattle, sheep 
lambs penned. A good demand was expezi- 
enced for fat cattle. and prices generally ruled 
firm. Sheep and lambs were more difficult 
to sell, but it could not be said there was 
any appreciable giving way in prices, as com- 
pared with the previous week. At the Man- 
chester Pig market demand was mainly for 
nice useful cutters and sizeable baconers, 
heavy pigs being very much neglected ; prices 
generally showed a firmer tendency. Al- 
though weather conditions have been rather 
more favourable, business at the Manchester 
Dead Meat market during the past week 


has been by no means brisk, and there was 


a rather easier feeling noticeable at the close.
